and is furnished with a number of curved | to * roost” (?) on. <A little straw sprinkled 


teeth made of half inch steel bar. The 
teeth are sharpened sothat they take fast | 
hold of the stubs below the surface of the 
ground and tear them out, and also gather 
them as they pull them out of the soil. As 
a load is collected, the rake is lifted by a 
pair of handies fastened to the bar. The 
shape of the teeth is shown, and these are 
best made with a thread on thetop fora 
nut to fasten them in the bar. The bar 
may be made as long or short as may be 
thought proper. The most effect is gained 
by going diagonally across the rows so that 
the teeth will take good hold of the stubs. 
The best time to do the work is after the 
ground has been softened by the rain, but 
not until the soil is dry enough for clean 
work. The teeth should be not less than 
feur inches apart. In-turning at the end 
of the rows it wil! be safest to lift the bar 
clear of the ground to avoid bending the 
teeth. When the gathered trash is dry. it 
may be burned and the ashes spread at 
once. 


Cheese Making at Home. 

Cheese making has always seemed to me 
to belong to the occu't arts, and I have re- 
garded with uwe and reverence the woman 
who could make cheese at home with even 
good conveniences, writes a correspondent. 
3ut after many trials I have learned how 
to make cheese with the commonest kind 
of implementa, and have good resu!ts. The 
milk from six cows saved nightand morning 
will make a cheese weighing about ten 
pounds when done, If one does not have 
enovgh milk, it is a good plan to club a 
gether with a neighbor and divide the 
cheese or the profits therefrom after mak- | 
ing. A thermometer is needed for cheese 
making. One of the commonest causes of

tough cheese is having the milk ata wrong | 


temperature, eighty degrees being right. | 


‘One cannot tell how warm the milk is by 
trying it with the hand, a temperature of 
eighty degrees willoften seein cold. The 
first cheese I assisted in making, J had the 
milk tco warm, and although the curd 
formed speedily, the cheese was very tough 
and poor, Having the temperature right, ! 
dissolve and, add one small rennet tablet for 
the milk from six cows,stir up and let stand 


ill it thickens; the time required will be 
from forty minutes upward. I have an 
idea that the longer it takes to thicken,the 
better the cheese, but this may be a notion. 
When well thickened, take a knife and ut 
down through it in equares, then wait for 
the whey ty begiz tocome up ontop. When 
it separates,:*"" a cheeee cloth over the top 
of the curd and dip the whey off. A boiier 
will do to have the milk in and a cheesecloth 
a yard and a half or two yards in length will 
do to put over it to extract the whey. All 
handung muat be done gon:ly, as the rough. 
er the handling the more cteam is lost in 
the whey. Save a little whey for after use. 
After dipping off part of the whey, stir the 
curd very gently with the hands, break it 
up, and this will eliminate more whey ; this 
should be repeated until the whey is all 
separated from the curd. Next take a 
clothes basket, spread the cheese cloth in it, 
and place the basket over a tub. Carefully 
put the curd into the cloth and work a 
little with the hands till it begins to seem 
tine and the whey is well drained out. If 
the whey does not separate easily, the milk 
should have stood a litt'e longer to thicken. 
Much will be learned in making one cheese. 
After the curd is worked as above, heat 
about a quart of whey so that it will feel 
warm to the hand, and pour over the curd, 
work a little, and if the curd squeaks while 
handling it is ready to salt, but if there is 
no squeaky sound, heat a little more whey 
and pour ever ; it takes very little heat to 
harden the curd so that it will squeak; 
if it becomes too ‘‘ squeaky,” the cheese 
It the milk was 
too warm to begin with, the curd will 
*“‘aqueak” before the warm whey is poured 
ever it, and it should be omitted. Allow 
four or five good tablespoonfuls of salt for 
the milk from six cows, and work in lightly, 
taste,and if not saltenoughadd alittlemore, 
work the curd up, and have the press ready. 
This may be improvised. A round hoop 
from -a peck measare will do, that is, a 
reck measure with no bottom in. Lay a 
cloth in this, set it ap with a clean board 
under it, put a clothover the top of the meas- 
ure, put the curd on the cloth and iet it press 
the cloth down into the measure. Have a 
cover that will fit inside the measure, 
bring the cloth over the top of the curd as 
stnoothly as possible, put the cover down 
and press by means of a iever or with | 


| 


weights, The weight needed is not ex- 
trene, because if pressed too hard the 
cheese will not be as good. To makea 


take the cloths ¢# Rub the cheese with 
butter daily fora week, and turn over daily. 
It will need an airy place and a dry one ; 
a cellar will soon ruin it by mulding. Keep 
covered always to protect from the little 
cheese fly that sometimes causes trouble. 
A good full cream cheese wili be fit to cut 
in five weeks, and ought to be rich and 
creamy to the taste, and it wili be if these

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THE POTATO CROP. 


The Indications Peint te a Short Crop 
This Year All Over the Werld. 

In this country potatoes are rising in 
rank as an agricultural product. A few 
years ago it was oaly in certain sections, 
especially adapted to potato-growing, that 
farmers spared the land to raise any con- 
siderabie surplus upon. On the ordinary 
farm five acres was deemed an unduly large 
plantation. In the interior the greater part 
of the excess over producers’ wants was 
distributed at home, in our towns and 
cities. The exports were maintained by 
the Maritime Provinces, the vastly greater 
portion of them by Prince Edward Island. 
This has been pretty much the case up to the 
present, but that is owing to restrictionsin 
the way of trade rather than to the relative 
value of potatoes, which has been going up 
in recent years. If Ontario farmers during

Certain it 1sthat Morocco ex- 
ported, in 1892, £38,549 worth of eggs, 
that three-forths of that country’s trades 
with (Great Britain, and that the 
rest is chiefly with France and Germany, 
both being countries that send eggs to 
us. Why, it may be asked, should 
countries like France and German; 
import eggs when they have so many of 
their own that they can export them to 
England? The answer is that they have 
not got such a superabundance of theirown 
éyga aa at first sight appears, But they 
make a profit as middlemen, by importing 
eggs from all parts of the worid, and then 
exporting them tothis benighted country. 
Herce we now plunge still more deeply into 
the mysteries of the egg market. An egg 
coming from Berlin or Hamburg may not, 
after all, have been made in Germany ; it 
may have come from some remote Russian 
village, and after weeks of traveling over 
land and sea, figure as a ‘‘fresh’ egg in the 
London shops. As a matter of fact, in 
1892, Russia exported, chiefly to Austria, 
Germany and France, 739,229,560 eogs, 
valued atover twelve million roubles, besides 
12,556 cwt. of preserved eggs in tins, valued 
at‘ 164,770 roubles. We have seen that 
France and Germany do not keep all the 
eggs they import. Nor does Austria, 
which iz. 1892 exported eggs to the value of 
23,400,000 florins, Well may we exclaim 
witn Mr, Pecksniff, as regards eggs, ‘* See 
how they come and go !”

SAYS HE WILL MAKE RUBBER. 


MW. Berthelot's Important Discovery and 
Bow it Will &elp Mankind. 


M. Berthelot, a noted French savant and 
one of the most distinguished of synthetic 
chemists, has just announced that he is on 
the trail of a most important discovery— 
the production by artificial means of chem- 
ically pure crude rubber. 

The synthetic chemist first reduces 
natural products, such as minerals, oile, 
waters, etc., to their elements, andsthen 


endeavors torecombine them in their ori- 
ginal form, improving on nature by omitting 
all impurities. In this line of investigation 
the French chemists have produced artifi- 
cial diamonds, sapphires and rubies that 
deceived the expert, a feat long regarded 
as beyond the bounds of science. Now they 
are turning their attention to some of the 
more important raw materials entering into 
manufactured articles,

their enterprise. The increase in the uses 
and the adaptations of rubber has been 
something enormous, and with that increase 
has come a growing scarcity of the crude 
material, Moatof the crude rubber comes 
from South America, and the immense 
quantity of eap taken from the trees has 
avected their vitality. Many of the large 
and more productive trees are dying, and 
it wiil be many years before the young trees 
wll be sufficiently grown to yield sap. The 
rubber industry is confronted with a pos- 
sible sap famice. 

In this emergency M. Berthelot comes 
to the rescue. He predicts that he can
